My motive was to have something quick to set up outside, covenants, I use an 
attic antenna. The best info came from the March 1998, QST article. That 
article compared the OUTreach against other "small" antennas and an R7000. 
Briefly, the OUTreach is as good as any other portable antenna. In some 
tests some RX stations reported that the OUTreach sounded as_ good as the 
R7000. The weak point seems to be 80, & 160m. Understandable for a 12ft 
antenna. 


NOTE: if you want to use an OUTreach for 80CW you might want to get an 
OUTreach 500. It has a longer "stringer" to accommodate tuning on the low 
edge of the band. 

Costs more money though. See the Texas Towers web site for a good 
description of the OUTbacker line. 


A number of respondents thought the OUTreach & Alpha Delta tripod EXPENSIVE, 
and offered Ham Sticks as an alternative. I liked the "all band" nature of 
the OUTreach, If I bought a Ham stick for each band and a tripod the cost 
would be less but I would have a lot of "stuff" to keep track of and haul 
around. 


For now I'm holding off too many other expenses WRT the new house. When the 
solar flux is up I can work plenty of stations with my multiband tuner fed 
attic affair. The one thing I'm not crazy about WRT to the OUTReach having 
to run up and down from the basement shack, to change band. With my tuner 
fed doublet I just flip a switch twiddle some knobs.

My version of GOKIK's MB4 regen SW receiver (SPRAT 97) went to together very 
quickly this week. 


I built it on a small (3 inch X 4.5 inch) piece of copper clad PC board. 
This was my first project using the "isolation pad" technique. I just used 
tin shears to cut out small squares of single sided PC board material and 
used Crazy Glue to attach them to the copper side of the main board. I 
really like this technique. The whole circuit remains visible even after the 
project is completed and modification/experimentation is much easier than 
when using etched boards or "ugly" unetched perf board methods. And I think 
the final product has greater mechanical stability with this method. 


I didn't use Keith's bandswitching technique (rotary switched fixed caps in 


parallel with the main tuning capacitor) and instead just put in a 365 pf 
variable with a reduction drive. This allows the rx to cover a lot of 
spectrum (but those Mhz do zip by rather quickly!). I may eventually put in 
a smaller "fine tune" variable cap. 


The rx works fine with a crystal earphone in the output, but I've also been 
using a little amplified computer speaker. I think this speaker has an 8 
ohm input, so the mismatch with the final audio amp is horrible, but it 
still sounds good. Following Keith's suggestion, I replaced the collector 
resistor with a small audio output transformer, but I didn't really notice 
any improvement in performance, so I went back to the original configuration. 


The RX is very stable and really pulls in the SW broadcast stations. I have 
a number of commercial general coverage RXs around here, but its a lot more 
fun doing the SW listening with the tiny 4 transistor homebrew job. Its 
really interesting to actually hear the gain and selectivity of the detector 
increase as you crank up the regeneration.

There are several places to look for kits. But, off hand, I can't 
provide urls. I suggest you go to the NorCal url and look for QRP links 
. or one of the other QRP clubs (e.g., Northwest club); but there are 

many. 


I built a St. Louis tuner 2-3 years ago; same box as the 
NorCal/Wilderness Sierra. I also started (but never finished) a Kanga 
(I think!) kit, which came with no enclosure; never got to completion on 
that due to mechanical issues. 


I now use an MFJ-971 ($100) which is designed to go in their QRP rig 
"stack" (therefore small) and works very well. It has a crossed meter 
arrangement and scales of 0-6 watts, 0-20 watts and 0-300 watts.

That is a good point re the reaction of collectors if you tell them you 
plan to "gut" it and make it into a qrp radio. 


OTOH, I doubt if it would be good qrp radio as designed -- but I could 
be way wrong; when I had one, I was trying to get as much power out of 
it as I could .. and it worked well (averaged over 5000 CW QSOs per 
year, mostly 80 some 40) over a two year period (in high school; 
fortunately my grades improved in college .. no rigs allowed!). 


I saw a photo in QRPp of the Zuni Loop Expeditionary Task Force (whew!) 
set up for some year (1994-6) and one of the radios appeared to be 
housed in an ARC-V case; of course, I don't *knowx if it was a stock 
restoration, but I sorta doubt it, given the nature of the event 
(QRP-only Field Day). 


As you suggest, one of the significant problems with restoration would 
be the "big iron" power supply; mine weighed more than my entire current 
QRO station (TS-570DG plus Astron switching supply), excluding the "big 
iron" AL-811H amp.

The company has been out of business for a great number 

of years - over 20, I think. The basic design of the Astro 

200 was bought by Swan/Cubic (I think this is correct) and they 

came out with their Swan/Cubic Astro 150 and Astro 102/103 

series in the 1979-1980 time frame. Using the same up/down tuning concept except 
with a detented knob instead of the toggle switches 

as was illustrated on the original 200. Not ever having a 200, 

I can't comment on that circuitry but I did have a Astro 102BX 

for a number of years and a friend now has the same unit and has 

had a problem with some bands not working - either on power out or receive plus 
the display was giving ranges not normally associated 

with the unit. In the 102, the problem came back to the pin diodes 

in the isolation/tr switch circuitry - which was taken out by 

static electricity - either from lightning near by or static 

charged sand or static charged precipitation. That may not 

be your exact problem, but it may point you to the section in 

which to look.

When I get the urge to build my own coils, I always air-wind them myself. 
Not because I don't feel like using toroids, but because I'm too lazy to 
order them. :-) It's actually easier for me to just wind a piece of paper 
into a tube-shape of desired diameter, and to just wind some wire around it. 
It's cheaper too. The results range from good enough to WOW!. 


I've also made transformers this way too, and they seem to work well enough 
for simple things. For performance critical transformers, though, I'd 
recommend toroids or even pre-made transformers. I need to make a DC-to-DC 
converter for my AF amplifier I've built, though, since I no longer have a 
24V power supply for the thing. The circuit for that will involve a 1:3 
transformer which I'm intending on using a nail as the form. I'm probably 
going to chop off the head of the nail, and bend it into a toroidal form, 
just to keep space requirements to a minimum.
